** Hell to pay, and uo pitch hot,” would be a coarse, but truthfui expres- | 


sion (as the axiom is usually understood) of the state of affairs on a mine 
when ‘No pay” is announced: it is to the existence of a mine whatstrych- 
nine is to the body, a sudden and fatal dose, ‘The victim staggers, reels, 
and dies, ‘The effects are precisely similar; the patient having the dose 
administered, is taken with a shivering, then a deadly palor o’erspreads 
the frame, a short struggle and all isover. We appeal to hundreds ot poor 
captains and managers of mines if this is not a true picture, and if they 
have not personally witnessed the originals from which our photograp! 
been daguerreotyped. From the bottom of our hearts we feel for them 
quite as much as we do for the more immediate and needy sufferers. 

The poor agent waits, hoping against hope, till the last day that a re- 
mittance may come—but no draft or order arrives: he then takes his pipe, 
as a solace, and comforts himself with the idea that surely the committee 
will not be so thoughtless as not to send the money, to disappoint so many 
poor hard-working men and women, who have honestly earned their. pay. 
He then proceeds to his home, with a sorry heart and a sorry countenance, 
to a sleepless couch, working himself into a state of nervous excitement; 
he goes early to the mine, frets and fidgets himself, as well as every- 
body else, waits anxiously for the postman, who he verily believes never 
was so dilatory before. When, at last, he does appear; to the query, spoken 
with an assumed forced air of jauntiness, “ Anything in my way to day, 
my boy?”—“ No, Sir,” is replied. The heart drops to the bottom of his 
belly, and the crest-fallen, terror-stricken man pauses, and asks the winds 
the question, ‘* Whatever can they mean byit?” As companionship, even in 
misfortune, is in some degree solacing, the now half-savage, half-sorrowing 
man betakes himself to the clerk, if there be one, or to the second captain; 
after consultation, they send an express messenger to the post, to ascertain 
if there be not a mistake? When the answer, “ No mistake,” arrives they 
ejaculate together, ‘Then there is no pay, and no mistake !” 

Evil news is said to fly apace, and no news flies with greater or more 
fatal speed than ‘No pay;” quicker than the racer’s gallop or the arrow’s 
flight, the cry of “ No pay” at G. N. P. or N. P., wings its fatal way—even 
echo lends its magic influence, and “ No pay, no pay!”’ is heard on every side. 
‘The anxious merchant, at the sound of ‘* No pay,” opens his ledger to sce 
what arrears he has in his accounts, and if it be a cost-book mine, imme- 
diately fixes in his mind’s eye on the best man to take for his account, and 
pre-determines to be early in the field, lest he be forestalled. ‘The shop- 
keeper, who in mining districts usually gives the men a month’s credit for 
their necessaries, at once stops all accommodation, the landlord stops the 
tap, the poor agent, the silly-looking purser, and the poorer stricken work- 
people become the bye-word and taunt of their fellows. The best men 
leave their employ, or work sulkily and carelessly, and when complained 
of by the captain, they impudently answer, “What to h—I do we care; 
how do we know we shall ever be paid?” If on a limited liability mine 
such a matter occurs, the men at once obtain an injunction against the 
materials, and cease working, as they know they have no “ good man ” to 
take, and the game is up. 

O, gentle reader, think not this picture is overdrawn. We assure you, 
painful as it is, it is literally true to the letter—aye, to the life. Picture to 
yourself, if you now can, what must be the position and feelings of persons 
to whom these hardworking people look up as a father and a friend (for 
such the captain, if he do his duty, is considered), when he, knowing they 
have fairly earned their wages, not only by the sweat of their brows, but 
by the risk of their lives—when, as on pay-days, the labourers come to take 
their hire, dressed in their ‘ bit of best,” in expectation of displaying that 
independence which often proudly marks their character, in paying off 
their monthly scores—when the account-house is surrounded by a waiting 
crowd, the poor agents, after screwing up their courage, come forward and 
announce * No pay to-day, my boys. I don’t know how it is, but there’s no 
money come; I suppose it will be all right after a bit.” At first all is 
silence, then a murmur, then an outburst of feeling, with a suppressed 
* D—n it.” At last one of the elder men rises and asks, “ When d’ye 
think it will be here ?”—* I don’t know, but I will write about it. Now, 
be good men; it is not our faults; there’s no more money for us than for 
you. Jt is of no use grumbling nor grieving; all I can say is, it is a bad 
job. I know that men ought to be paid, that a labourer, is worthy of his 

hire; but what can’t be cured must be endured.” ‘Then, as I have fre- 
quently known, and so late as Saturday, Nov. 1, 1862, saw an instance of :— 
*€ Any of you who are married men, and have families, come to my house, 
and I will let you have a sovereign each, to buy a bit of meat or fish with, 
as I suppose the shop will be stopped.” The response is from all, even 
the boys and girls, —‘* We all have wives and families, Kappen.”—* I know 
who is who, and shall act accordingly,” is the worthy man’s reply. He 
did, and does often, act thus; and it is acts like these that create the bond 
we have alluded to—father and friend; which is reality, as the poor fellow 
has reasonable grounds for doubt if ever he will be repaid. 

In illustration of our subject we quote a few facts, the portraits and truth 
of which will be by many mining men recognised and admitted. At the 
notorious P. W. mine the men were unpaid for three months, having been 
kept quiet for that length of time by the assurances and little relief given 
by the agents, who spoke, as they thought, that all would be right in the 
end. Neither men nor agents have been paid to this day, though law was 
resorted to as a last resource. Law is a tardy remedy for starving men. 
The “law’s delay ” is a small satisfaction for angry merchants and savage 
shopkeepers. In the case of this mine I have seen the poor little captain 
dread to meet the army of desparing miserable wives of these honest, hard- 
working fellows, when “ No pay” for a second—aye, a third—time was 
obliged to be uttered. I have actually in one case seen a poor little boy 
who knew me come and beg a penny of me to buy a bit of bread, saying 
**T have not tasted any for three days, Mr. Henwood.” After filling the 
poor child, he emphatically said, ‘It must be a fine thing to be a gentle- 
man, Sir.” Hear that sarcasm, O ye who treat cost-sheets and poor men’s 
claims so cavalierly as is sometimes the case, or so carelessly, as is more 
frequently the reason! When the cost-sheet is sent in think of this photo- 
graph, and do justice. We quote another melancholy instances of the me- 
lancholy legion. At the G. N. P. the previous scene was re-enacted, but 
with greater aggravation, as at that mine the men actually raised and dressed 
x parcel of ore, ‘The poor men had a little subsist, but the agents “ no pay ” 
for months. To an application for a few shillings to pay samplers’ fees 
when the ore was sent to Portreath for sampling no reply was sent: the 
impoverished agent was actually obliged to borrow 10s. to do that which 
would probably have not only damaged the mine but the sample too. What 
was still worse, more disgraceful, and almost incredible, is the fact that 
when the ore was sold (8 tons, at 77. 5s. 6d. per ton) an order was sent 
from the committee—to the manager to receive the amount, to pay off the 
men, petty accounts, &c., and apply the balance to his own arrears, 
Not so, however; Mr. Secretary, the day before the cost was due, wrote 
the agent of the smelting company that he held them responsible to him 
as the secretary of the G. N. P., and insisted on the money being for- 
warded to London to him. When the poor agent applied he found the 
subject of our paper—*‘No pay.” This he was obliged to say to the miners, 
who had been promised their money on that day. Picture to yourself, 
© reader, if you can, the state of this poor fellow’s feelings! That poor 
fellow was the author of this paper. 

We could multiply examples ad infinitum, but forbear. The task of 
recounting unpleasant bye-gones is at least distasteful, but passing clouds 
frequently yield fruitful showers; so let us trust it to bein this case. The 
moral of this paper is patent; let us trust its inditing may not be in vain, 

And now, in conclusion, O adventurers, remember this photograph is 
sadly too true to nature, and is made as a carte de visite to you for your 
benefit and instruction; and you, O ye captains and agents, for your behoof; 
and you, O ye working miners, for your especial benefit, by your old, well- 
known and tried friend— Grorce Henwoop.

VALUABLE METALS IN BRITISH AMERICA. 


Siz,—Few Englishmen have any correct idea of our valuable American 
colonies, and are doing but very little to aid in the development of their 
resources. Having lately made a tour through them, I have been sorry 
to see, especially in New Brunswick, that everything of value gets into 
the hands of Americans. There are at this moment valuable mines in 
New Brunswick open to the English capitalist—mines which would yield 
e returns. In conversation with one of the leading merchants of St. 
John’s, [ found, through the great scarcity of money (owing to the Ame- 
rican drain), they were unable to work to any good purpose what must, 
by proper outlay, yield immense profits. An extensive range of country 
on the sea shore has a very valuable copper lode running through it. Grey 
copper ore has been extracted at a trifling expense, and yielded in one case 
62°10 per cent., and ore has been shipped to Liverpool yielding about 
30 per cent. A gentleman of my acquaintance there has recently disco- 
vered a valuable Antimony mine (the only one on the American continent), 
and not far from the same spot Bismuth has also been met with in consider- 
able quantities. There is but little direct communication with this country, 
or the many inviting fields for enterprise would long ere this have been 
surveyed and secured. ‘The expense of working these metals would be 
very trifling. Good roads, water-power, easy drainage, harbours for ship- 
ping, and plenty of fuel, are readily available; and it would be a shame if 
something is not speedily done to secure and work what must be a source 
of large profit to all concerned.—ov. 12. A Visiror.

THE CELEBRATED LAXEY MINES. 


Sir,—l have lately returned from a visit to the Isle of Man; and, hav- 
ing during my stay made a thorough inspection of the mines, some re- 


in the Journal, or uninteresting to the majority of readers. Laxey Glen, 
in which the mines are situated, is a small picturesque glen, or valley, of 
great beauty, about midway between Douglas and sey, on the east 
side of the island, and opening out to the sea. On entering the glen the 
attention is immediately arrested by the magnificent water-wheel, erected 
on an elevation at the northern end of the valley, which is justly an object of great at- 
traction, and a triumph of engineering skill. This wheel, said to be the largest in the 
world, is what is called an overshot, 72 ft. 6 inches in diameter, and 6 ft. in the breast. 
During my stay I carefully watched it, and found it working with less than half its head 
of water; it may, therefore, be safely assumed that it is fully capable of sustaining its 
part in carrying out the mine toa vastly increased depth. I was also particularly struck, 
not only with regard to this wheel, but also to the others (of which there are several), 

with the absence of any waste of the power. Although water was most plentiful, 
not a drop fell from the supply, and only as the buckets began to reverse, and to empty 

themselves, does the observer become aware that water is being poured into them above, 
I mention this because it led me to observe more carefully the various surface operations, 
and I found the machinery all constructed after the same caretul and efficient manner, 
with a view to the future large development of the property, and working with the 
least waste, and the most perfect order. In addition to the wheels, a powerful turbine, 
working with a head of about 80 ft. of water, admitted through an 18-in. pipe, raises 
the ore and deads frum the deep mine, and another turbine is just completing over the 
corner shaft, sinking through the south or copper ground. ‘The situation of the mines 
is singularly favourable, having unequalled water-power, while the dressing-floors, being 
within % mile of the point of shipment, involve a cartage of only 6d. per ton. The 
main lode can be traced for about three miles. Its general bearing is north and south, 
with an underlie to the east of about 1 fm. in 4 or 5 fms. On this lode operations have 
been carried on by the present company for about 40 years, and under the present ma- 
nager, Capt. Rowe, 1420/7. per 1007. share has been paid, besides from 40,0002. to50,0002, 
expended in machinery and plant. The workings consist at present of three distinct 
sets of operations—the main, or deep mine, the south, or copper ground, and Dumbells. 
The main, or deep mine, in which the principal operations have been conducted, has 
been opened out by two shafts—the main shaft carried to a depth of 212 fms., and the 
Welch 200fms. The main shaft would, so far as I could learn, appear to have been sunk 
for some considerable depth through the centre of a rich deposit of lead ore. The lode 
then fell away in value, though still rich, the ore containing « much larger quantity of 
blende. Without once losing the ore that was bearing away to the northward, the 
mine once again opened out rich, as formerly, the lode in many places being worth as 
much as 3002. to 400/. per fm. After continuing in this state for some years, the blende 
again took the ascendant, the lode falling off in value, though still highly productive. So 
far the company had steadily pursued but one run of ore ground from the surface down- 
wards. It now became evident to Capt, Rowe that in order to establish the durability 
of the property a very large amount of new ground required to be opened out, as well as 
a very extensive plant erected. During the last four or five years the shareholders have 
been content to see their profits applied to this purpose, and they may thank the fore- 
sight and untiring energy of their manager that they now possess not only a most valu- 
able and lasting property, but one that calls forth the admiration of all who inspect it. 

Capt. Rowe had been long of, opinion that as it went down the lode would again re- 
sume its former value, and 1 am happy to be able to state that his anticipations are 
likely to be fully realised. The lode in the 200 north, driving by the side of the lode, 
was cut into during my stay on the island ; and on my last inspection presented a mag- 
nificent appearance; the blast had been fired about half an hour previously. On the 
floors lay about 5 tons of the glittering ore, presenting with the side of the lode the ap- 
pearance of a silversmith’s shop. Before I left the island the lode was valued at 150/. 
per fathom, and could be traced for about 7 fathoms, but going each way, and improving 
to the northward and down; there can, therefore, be but little doubt that this is the 
commencement of another magnificent deposit of rich ore. The various levels driving 
north, with the exception of the 110, are opening-out paying ground, varying from 20/. 
to 402. per fathom, and there are still large reserves of ore totake away. Between the 
main shaft and the south or copper ground lies what may be called a mixed or interme- 
diate ground. In many places driving south the lode has fallen away poor, in others it 
is exceedingly rich, yielding lead, lead and copper, lead, blende and copper, and, finally, 
as the levels pass,the great copper slide, all copper. In the 200 south lately the lode 
was for some distance worth 1507. per fm. ; it then fell away inthe end, but is now im- 
proved again, The rise in the back is worth 80/. per fm., and the ore holds down in its 
richest part. In the 60 a sump fs sinking, worth 407. to 502. per fm., and a rise going 
up in the 100 to meet it is worth about the same, The reserves in this intermediate 
ground are also large. In the south, or copper ground, the 100 has been driven through 
a run of ore worth about 20/, per f{m., continuing upwards, Stoping in the foot of the 
level the ore is found to improve in quantity and quality, and is dipping south fully 
& fathom for every fathom it goes down. The 120 south has entered this run of ground, 
the ore carrying steadily down, improving, and worth 302. per fm., and a sump sinking 
a little to the north of the slide worth fully 402. per fm. The 145, at the time I saw it, 
would appear to be just entering the copper ground, the orey part of the lode was about 
3 ft. wide, and dipping north about 3 ft. per fm. ; it was composed of copper ore, with a 
few flowers of lead, and alittle blende and quartz, worth 502. per fm. Capt. Rowe, how- 
ever, has since informed me that it is greatly improved, and worth 80/, to 1002. per fm. 
The rise a few fathoms to the north of the slide is worth 60/. per fm. for lead and copper. 
The great feature of this south ground is the manner in which the ore sets down, in- 
creasing both in quantity and value, and it may reasonably be inferred that the deeper 
levels, as they are driven south, will open out an immense quantity of copper ore. A 
shaft, called the corner shaft, is sinking through the centre of this ground; it is already 
below the 50, and a new turbine is just completing over it. 

At Dumbells, the most northerly of the workings, the shaft has been sunk to the 37, 
and has produced a large quantity of rich lead ore. A sump has been sunk in the 37 for 
about 15 fathoms deep, and is still going down, worth at the present moment fully 100/. 
per fathom. From this sump the 45 has been driven south, and the 50 north and south. 
The 45 had passed through a run of ground varying from 30/, to G0l. per fathom. At 
the time I saw it the level was just entering the slide, and was, consequently, poor; it 
has since passed through, and Capt. Rowe writes me,“ We have got the lode on the other 
side, and it seems a fine course of ore.” This was quite unexpected, it being generally 
supposed that the ground between Dumbelis and the main workings above the 110 was 
poor.

FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY. 


From Belgium we learn that several contracts have been concluded during 
the last few days. ‘Thus the Syndicate of Forgemasters has entered into an 
agreement with the Northern of Spain Railway Company for the delivery 
of 2000 tons of rails between the present date and April 1. Other con- 
tracts for the supply of pig-iron and plates have also been made with French houses. 
Switzerland has now become one of the most important outlets which Belgian works 
have acquired for their products, and a great number of establishments have disposed of 
iron, rails, and plates in that direction ; the importance of the trade may be inferred from 
the very considerable movement on the Luxembourg Railway. Prices remain without 
variation, although they are in fact merely nominal, as from an absence of union among 
ironmasters every one does business as best he may, The majority of Belgian construc- 
tors of railway plant were in Paris during the last few days, negociations having been 
pending in reference to a contract for the supply of trucks and carriages required to meet 
the wants of the increasing traffic of the Madrid, Saragossa, and Alicante Railway, which 
is the leading undertaking of the kind in Spain, and is now far advance! towards com- 
pletion. We have, however, the pleasure to add that all their efforts, as well as those 
of the French constructors, proved futile,—an‘English house having carried off the con- 
tract. There is little doubt that it would have been immensely to the advantage of Eng- 
lish industry and capital if more attention had been turned to Spain by the British com- 
mercial world. As it is, that rich fleld for skill and speculation has been almost wholly 
abandoned to Frenchmen, who thus far have not failed to profit largely from their intel- 
ligent efforts. With regard to the Belgian coal trade, it seems that the rise of freight 
at Charleroi has to some extent had the effect of checking deliveries ; the present rate of 
8s. 10d. per ton for Paris seems too high to be maintained—first because a great number 
of boats are now on their homeward voyage; and, secondly, because the Northern of 
France Railway Company has jast acopted a new policy, by which about 500 trucks, 
composing the roliing stock of the North Belgian Railway, can be applied to transport 
purposes as far as Paris, while hitherio they have only been available for deliveries as 
far as St. Quentin. At Mons freight has not experienced the same rise as at Charleroi, 
and a sensible difference has arisen between the rates charged for transport from these 
two groups of collieries ; thus freight at Mons is only 5s.

The report of the agent (Capt. W. Rutter, jun.), dated Nov. 8, stated the lode in the 
shaft below the adit was 3 ft. wide, composed of flookan, prian, white iron, and mundic ; 
it had altogether changed from what it was at the level, and had at present a far more 
congenial appearance for the production of lead than he had ever before observed. The 
shaft was now 5 fms. under the adit level, but in consequence of meeting with more 
water than the men could keep under with water buckets it was of necessity suspended 
while the wet weather continued, or else until a piece of machinery was attached to the 
whim, in order to pump the water by horse power.

Lastly, in the basin of the Lower Sambre, which 
only delivers coals of secondary quality, there has been a marked improvement in{the 
demand. The great point in connection with Belgian coal mining industry is the se- 
curing cheap and ready means of transport. The navigations are al ways hindered, either 
by the lowness of the water, frosts, or repairs required to be executed on the canals or 
boats. In its present state boat navigution 4s not a sufficiently powerful adjunct for 
coal workers, as will be seen clearly enough In the fact that the boats which ply on the 
canals of the north of France can only make twoand a half voyages annually from Char- 
leroi to Paris. This is evidently inadequate, and the experiment about to be made by 
the company for conducting steam navigation on canals is, consequently, regarded with 
much interest. This company promises that its craft shall make 12 voyages annually 
from the Belgian coal basins to Paris; and having obtained the necessary authorisation 
from the French Minister of Public Works, and the Governor of the province of Hainaut, 
the promoters of the undertaking are about to establish six different canal steam naviga- 
tion services—viz., from Paris to Mons, via Condé, Valenciennes, Cambrai, St. Quentin, 
Chauny, Compiégne, and Conflans, 21844 miles ; from Paris to Charleroi, via Maubeuge, 
Landrecies, La Ftre, Chauny, Compiggne, and Conflans, 225 miles; from Paris to Lille, 
230 miles; from Paris to Rheims, 206% miles; from Paris and Havre to Strasburg, 
Mulhouse, and Bale; and from Paris to Lyons, Marseilles,and Bordeaux. The boats of 
the company will travel at a speed of not less than 144, or more than 3%, miles per hour, 
and they will probably be enabled to render great services in connection with the car- 
riage of ponderous matters. They are also expected to compete successfully with rail- 
ways in France, which have often caused much discontent among commercial men from 
the insufficiency of rolling stock which has din their rs t. The emu- 
lation which will, it is anticipated, be thus created between the two great systems 
of transport—the rail and the water—must result to the advantage of coal mining industry. 

The quotation for refined pig has established itself at St. Dizier at 5/. 2s., 
and the proprietors of some blast-furnaces, relying on the fact that the 
disposable stock is small, are endeavouring to realise rather higher rates. 
There has been a little more demand for iron; wood-produced has been 
quoted at 9/, 12s. to 9/. 16s., and mixed at 9/7. 4s, to 9. 8s. ‘The quotation for points is 
well sustained. The annual wood sales of the district are now concluded, and the price 
of charcoal is established at a point sensibly below that current last year. It has been 
decided to put in activity the rolling establishment of Bois-le-Tilleal, near Maubeuge, 
belonging to the Belgian Company carrying on works ontheSamobre, Tie forge of Com- 
mercy is also about to be again put into activity, and will be devoted to the fabrication 
of small irons, &c. A specification in reference to a delivery of rails to be made to 
Mexico is now on view at the French Ministry of War, 

Business in copper has been calm at Havre; a parcel of 3 tons of yellow 
ship-sheathing has found a purchaser at 59/7. ‘Transactions have not pos- 
sessed much importance also at Paris, still late rates have been maintained. 
The demand has been pretty good at Hamburg, and a lot of about 15 tons 
of Drontheim, which recently arrived on the market, has readily found buyers.

The swock of the Society of Commerce for the approaching jsale is estimated at 
55,805 ingots, as compared with 54,049 ingots at the corresponding period of 1861, 
and 45,214 ingots at the corresponding period of 1860. Tin has maintained its price 
pretty well in the Paris market, Banca being quoted 1247. to 1247. 16s. ; Detroit, 1231. ; 
and English, 121/. At Berlin and Cologne, transactions have been limited to the wants 
of the day, at former quotations. The Hamburg market has also been quiet. Prices of 
lead have undergone nochange at Paris and Havre, and business has exhibited but little 
activity. The article has been firmly held at Cologne, although there has, perhaps, been 
rather less activity than formerly on that market. Refined German has maintained 
high prices at Hamburg, but there have, at the same time, been few important transac- 
tions, Zine has experienced a sensible reaction, which has had the effect of reducing 
prices to a point at which liberal supplies will, probably, be secured. At Paris, there 
has been little done, however, in the article, which is;neglected, at 197. At Breslau 
and Hamburg the same state of things has obtained.

It results from some tables not brought down to a very recent date, but 
still interesting, that mineral industry continues to advance steadily in 
Austria. Comparing 1856 with 1859, it appears that in the latter year 
the surfaces conceded for mining pu had increased as follows: —For 
the working of iron minerals, to the extent of 16°5 per cent.; for the werking of coal, 
to the extent of 13°2 per cent.; and for the working of miscellaneous minerals, to the 
extent of 11°2 per cent.; while those devoted to the extraction of gold and silver had 
Giminished 8°6 per cent. This diminution may be attributed in part to the abandonment 
of certain mines almost exhausted, or which have become comparatively unproductive 
since the introduction of mining imposts in 1855; but as the same influence is felt as 
regards other workings, it can only be concluded that indusirial Austria is devoting 
more and more attention to such substances as coal and iron, forming the basis of general 
production and enterprise.

Tue Ducuy or CorNWALL, AND THE MininG Inrerest.—The ma- 
jority of the Prince of Wales was celebrated in Cornwall on Tuesday, 
when the Earl of Mount-Edgcumbe said—* As inhabitants of Cornwall, 
they had a close connection with the Prince of Wales, and without saying 
anything invidious, he thought he expressed the feelings of all throughout this county 
when he said they rejoiced that for the future they should not deal only with the Duchy 
of Corawall bet with the Duke of Cornwall. He did not mean to take this opportanity 
of alluding to old sores, or of throwing blame on Duchy officers, for they must all re- 
member that when rights had been neglected for many years, those rights could not be 
resumed without hardship and injury being done; and, therefore, those who in the first 
place neglected to maintain thage rights ought to share the responsibility of any injustice 
that might follow, and for the rest let the blame lay on those shoulders which ought to 
bear it. Let by@ones be bygones. It might have been thought by some persons that in 
past years the officers who managed the Duchy thought too much of accumulating all 
they could for his Royal Highness, getting whatever the law gave them. But during 
the last year, when his majority was imminent, they adopted more conciliatory tnea- 
sures, and showed they were sensible any hard-won addition to his magnificent property 
would never be an equivalent to his Royal Highness for the esteem and regard of those 
who might have thought themselves aggrieved. He felt certain, from his personal know- 
ledge of the Prince of Wales’s character, that it would be his desire to retain those cordial 
feelings which he knew existed towards his person in this county.” 

The Council of the Duchy of Cornwall have just made up the financial ac- 
counts, previous to the Prince of Wales taking personal possession, and the 
revenue derived from the Duchy was found to amount to about 500,0002. 
The Western News says— It would be mere servile adulation to say the 
inhabitants of this district look upon this sum with satisfaction. The whole influence 
and resources of a wealthy institution have been arrayed against the contracted means 
of private persons; and, in many cases rights have been surrendered by the latter, be- 
cause they knew it was hopeless to contend against officials whose interests were ad- 
vanced by litigation, and who had the power of going to law without any fear of incur- 
ring the defendant’s costs, in case of a nousu't. This policy has been very disastrous. 
Works of industry have been stopped by it. Mines and other undertakings have been 
compelled to suspend operations after (rarely before) a large expenditure had been made, 
and a large number of workmen thrown out of employ, because the Duchy officials have 
laid claim to pieces of land, perhaps not worth 50/., and refused all offers of compromise.”

At Parry’s, the shaft has been cut down and secured to the 53 from surface ; this is 
one of the most important works on the mine, and should be (as Tam glad to say is 
doing) executed with the utmost dispatch, so as to facilitate the driving the ends west. 
The mine has been worked barely, its “‘ eyes” nearly picked out, and unless new ground 
be opened the returns of tin must decrease, but if vigorously wrought the sales of tin 
will not only be increased, but will be rendered in the market at a much cheaper rate 
than heretofore ; the cost of raising through Parry’s shaft will be far less than having 
to convey the work to Hobson’s, as at present. In about nine weeks the work will be 
completed.

impression that it contains the petroleum oil. ‘This will soon be proved 
by trial,—of which you shall have all particulars.” 

ImproveD LuBRICATING AND SigNaAL O1n.—We have already referred 
to the excellent quality of the mineral oil manufactured by Mr. F. S. Pease, 
of Buffalo, New York, and it appears that there is another oil produced by 
the same manufacturer, which has gained even a higher reputation than 
the mineral of], and which, moreover, has stood the tests of many years’ trial in all parts 
of the United States; we allude to his lubricating and signal oil, which, whilst pos- 
sessing all the good qualities of sperm, costs but two-thirds the price. So generally has 
the superiority of Mr. Pease’s ofl been recognised that he has received no less than seven 
prize medals from various agricultural societies and scientific institutions,and in the 
United States department of the recent International Exhibition some very exeellent 
samples were shown by Mr. H. Sargent, who has accepted the agency. Two medals

care, by an instrument as accurate as mechanism could make it, arranged for testing the 
friction of metals and oil, These oils proved themselves equal to the best sperm, and 
they granted to the exhibitor a medal. One of the greatest recommendation of the oil 
is that, although not volatile and free from acid reaction, it will stand a great degree of 
cold or a great degree of heat without being affected—the range at which the oil remains 
limpid extending over about 600° Fahr. The winter-pressed tard oil, a sample of which 
is shown, stands a temperature of 2° Fahr. below freezing-point, without chilling, To 
suit the various cases of lubricating and illuminating, Mr. Pease manufactures some- 
thing like 20 kinds of oll ; and his success may be judged of by the fact that he has re- 
ceived many hundreds of testimonials from the most competent railroad authorities, as 
well as from others who have had occasion to use the oils. 

Mops or Apptyine THE Evecraic Lieut ror Minine Purposes. — 
MM. Dumas and Benoit have prepared an apparatus, which consists es- 
sentially of three parts—a battery, a Ruhmkorff’s coil, and a Geissler’s 
tube—the whole arranged so as to produce a sufficient light to illuminate 
the miner, and allow him to work in atmospheres where other lights fail. The light 

produced is cold, or rather does not heat the tube in which it is produced ; and gas has 
no access to it; it is quite isolated. The apparatus is as compact as ordinary lamps, and 
there is no injarious emanation. It can be lighted or extinguished at will. It can work 
for twelve consecutive hours without dimtnution, and without requiring any change. 
The workman has only occasionally to agitate the carbon by means of arod. The greatest 
diMculty consisted in being able to associate a battery of such intensity that the weight 
of the apparatus was as small as possible, the light produced of the g regularity, 
and its duration at least twelve hours. The present form of the apparatus, which may 
be etill further diminished, is already so smali that the miner can carry it without In- 
convenience, like a smal! carpet bag. The authors polnt out the advantages of such a 
mode of illumination, and state that the results obtained in using Becquerel’s fluorescence- 
tubes have led to the expectation that the luminous effects may be greatly improved 
both as to duration and intensity, 

Apptyine Waste Heat rrom Coke Ovens.—An invention, which 
relates to a mode of utilising the spay> heat of coke ovens, for the parpose of heating air 
for biast-furnaces, calcining ironstone and other materials, and for heating and smelting 
iron, has been provisionally specified by Mr. J. Harding, of Beeston Manor Iron and Coal 
Works, Leeds. He causes the mouths of a group of coke ovens to open into a flue, which 
leads directly to the chamber in which the heat is to be employed.

THE TIN TRADE, 


The business transacted in foreign tin during October was very large, 
and prices are fully 22, per ton higher than at the commencement of the 
month. Consumers have bought freely; but the principal buyers have 
been importers and capitalists, who think that, with a diminished supply, 
and prices here considerably under those ruling at places of shipment, there is every 
probability of making better interest on their money than placing it at call. Although 
the stocks here and in Holland show an increase compared with last year, the quantity 
on passage to both places is reduced iderably, and the probabl pplies are also car- 
tailed.

From Nova Scorra, the newspapers and private letters which have ar- 
rived during the present week furnish interesting details of the progress of the gold dis- 
coveries there. It appears that at Goldenville the Oriental Company have taken out 
43 ozs, of pure gold from the M‘Kay lead or vein in six weeks, which sold at $1934 per 
ounce, yielding a return of about $100 per month per man.—Wine Harbour: The ave- 
rage return of quartz crushed in this locatity during September last gives upwards of 
3 ozs. of gold per ton, independently of some very rich parcels stated to have been 
crushed for Mr. Daniel Hattie with the following results :—3 tons of quartz, yielding 
45 ozs. of gold; 5 tons of quartz, yielding 125 ozs. of gold; 40 tons of quartz, yielding 
319 ozs. of gold. It is stated that a considerable amount of gold was shipped from Hali- 
fax by the steamer Asia for this country, principally taken from thewnines at Golden- 
ville and Laidlaw. One crusher is said to have earned 8007. in three months for crush- 
ing quartg for one company. An extraordinary discovery of silver is reported from the 
northern and western portions of the province, and that veins of spar containing native 
silver traverse the mountains on each side of the river. The revenue of the colony for 
the last three quarters has increased upwards of 25 per cent., and it is expected that a 
still greater improvement will take place. 


Lake Sprerior—Vavuas_e Discovery or Native Coprer.—At 
the Mesnard @ vast mass of copper has been exhumed, and several other important dis- 
coveries have been made in conjanction with it. In the course of excavation traces of 
Indian workings were found in the shape of charcoal, stone hammers, &c., and a portion 
of the mass appears to have been broken from the easternend. The average dimensions 
are 15 ft. 7 in. by 3 ft. 7 in. (it is fully 5 ft. wide in one ylace), and 1 ft. 6 in. thick, 
giving 87°135 cubic feet, or over 23 tons. Large quantities of carbonate of copper have 
been discovered by cutting across the epirdote. The show for heavy copper is exceed- 
ingly good. 

The Alta-California of Oct. 1 says:—‘ The despatches which we pub- 
lish to-day wore transmitted from Chicago, Illinois, to Carson City, Nevada territory, 
direct—a distance of two th d three hundred miles--the longest circuit overland 
that the current has ever worked over. Were it not for the atmospherical phenomena 
of the Sierra Nevada, whose altitude is 6000 feet above the sea, the connexion to this 
city would have been maintained ; even as it was, the operator at Sacramento informed 
us that he distinctly felt the current, and was able to read some of the news in trans- 
mission. Sacramento ig 200 miles west of Carson. It is difficult to realise this won- 
derful achievement.” 


The railway from Stockholm to Gottenburg, traversing the southern 
portion of the kingdom from the Baltic to the Northern Sea, was opened by the King 


of Sweden last week. This is described as one of the finest engineering enterprises of 
modern times.

SPONTANEOUS COMBUSTION IN COAL MINES—No. III. 


In the course of the discussion questions were asked as to the best me- 
thod of preventing spontaneous combustion underground, and the most 
efficient plan of extinguishing it when it occurred. On the former part

of the subject Mr. W oodhouse gave some interesting explanations. He 
stated that it was quite practicable to work a part which was subject to 
spontaneous combustion, if the air were allowed to pass through it in 
considerable volume. In the particular part of the colliery under discus- 
sion, where the greatest liability to spontaneous combustion occurred, the 
current of air would pass at the rate of between 20,000 and 30,000 cubic 
feet per minute. Mr. Stuart Smith said that in the Warwickshire coal 
field it was always asserted that a great quantity of air, decomposing the 
shale and pyrites in the goaf, was one great cause of spontaneous com- 
bustion. He found, however, in practice that introducing a large quan- 
tity of air along the edges of the goaf, so.as to dry up the moisture coming 
from the mine and goaf, tended rather to diminish spontaneous combus- 
tion than otherwise. 

With reference to the method of extinguishing a fire spontaneously 
ignited, Mr. Darlington said that his own experience was that the best 
thing was to shovel it out altogether, if it were possible to do so; but 
where that could not be done, the gob face should be covered with sand 
or clay, in such a manner as to exclude the air. Mr. Woodhouse ex- 
pressed an opinion that not many fires were got completely out in that 
way. These fires commonly occurred inbye, and were indicated by the 
steam thrown off from the heated moisture on the roofs, As soon as they 
perceived by these appearances where the fire was they proceeded to scour 
it out, and when that was done they filled up the space with sand and 
other stuff, which was found to be better than any other materials, and 
they then put the refuse back, because after it had once been burnt it was 
less liable to become heated again. This refuse was faced with clay, and 
the bottom being well packed up, to exclude the air, there was an end to 
the thing. The President, Mr. Nicholas Wood, summed up the discus- 
sion as follows:— 

Our experience [in Northumberland and Durham] in reference to spontaneous com- 
bustion is very limited, The only well-authenticated case that I know of occurred at 
Killingworth. It was a case in which the mine was worked by the pillar and stall 
method, and the pillars of that day (about 50 years ago) were left extremely small. 
Several partial creeps had taken place between the packing up and the roof, which very 
nearly filled the spaces where the coal wastaken out. A considerable quantity of small 
was left in the waste in the old workings—probably about one-sixth of the entire mass 
of coal that was taken out,—and in that state that portion of the mine was shut up for 
several years, during which time it became filled with water. We had occasion recently 
to take the water out, for the purpose of going into that district. When we went into 
it we found it extremely warm—very much beyond what its natural temperature ought 
to have been ; and in opening out the old workings farther we found masses of scoria as 
compact as any metal, showing that there had been a fire there of very considerable ex- 
tent. That certainly had, in my opinion, been caused by the decomposition of the py- 
rites which was mixed up with the small coal that we had formerly been in the habit 
of leaving in the bords or stalls. The coal which has been alluded to is a free- butning 
bituminous coal. With respect to the steam coal of the North, I believe that a large 
quantity of the small coal is left underground, but I do not myself know of a single case 
of spontaneous combustion of that coal. With respect to the opinions which have been 
expressed here to-day, they certainly appear to me to be somewhat at varience with 
each other. What occurred to me, as to the chemical constitution of the coal of the 
Moira Colliery, and the statement made by Mr. Woodhouse, that it was not a white ash 
coal entirely, but that part of the seam is a brown ash coal, is this:—I am inclined to 
suppose the brownness of the ash must be the effect of anadmixture of irou. I he- 
lieve that it is a general indication of the presence of iron in coal when it burns toa 
reddish or brown ash. This shows that the seam in its chemical constitution contains 
tron, and is, consequently, liable to decomposition, although, generally speaking, it is an 
open burningcoal. . . The consideration of this subject forms one of the class 
of enquiries yet requiring further development, which I took the liberty of mentioning 
in my opening address to the meeting. It is a subject into which it will be necessary 
to go a great deal further. We must enquire more closely into the chemical constitu- 
ents of the coal; and I hope that after our attention has thus been directed to the sub- 
ject, and after the lengthened discussion which has taken place, we shall, at our next 
meeting, be able to throw more light upon the question at issue, and probably ascertain, 
in the end, from what spontaneous combustion arises, 

The next matter brought before the meeting was the method of work- 
ing the Thick or Ten-yard coal of South Staffordshire, a paper being 
read on this subject by Mr. Henry Johnson, of Dudley, who, under the 
head of “ Fire-Stink,”’ mentioned the remarkable tendency to spontane- 
ous combustion shown by this coal, and the difficulty of working it in 
consequence. He had found in practice, he said, that if when the gob 
commenced to heat they dug holes in it, and scattered it about, it would 
grow cool, and not fire again. Having read his paper, he asked if Mr. 
Blackwell was aware that the hardstone and parting contain a large 
quantity of pyrites, of the same kind as that said to exist in the thick 
coal of Staffordshire? He knew from experience that if they put the 
small refuse slack under a heap of hardstone it would fire sooner than if 
placed at the top. It seemed to him that the exposure to air and wet 
effected some chemical change in the coal refuse. The hardstone and 
parting would sweat, and give off an acid, or a salt, the same as iron py- 
rites. Mr. Blackwell replied that this was one of the exceptions. He did 
not say that pyrites when subject to the wet was not a source of fire, but 
what he wished to convey distinctly was his opinion that the tendency of 
certain coal seams to fire did not arise in a principal measure from the 
presence of pyrites, but from the chemical constitution of the coal itself. 

We have now placed the leading points in this important discussion 
before our readers, in the hope that a more extended publicity than can 
be obtained for it in the volumes of the “Northern Mining Institute 
Journal,” may induce scientific engineers to investigate the subject, and 
inform us of the result of their experiments. We think it scarcely credit- 
able to mining science that a process so often seen as that which we have 
been considering should be so little understood, and we invite correspon- 
dence—bdrief, terse, and to the point—on the subject.

‘The low price at which the new material can be sold is readily 
accounted for by the fact that it is obtained as a bye product in the manu- 
facture of another article; and, as the odour is considerably less offensive 
than vegetable turpeatine, the demand for it cannot fail constantly toincrease. 





THE NEW MOVE rv tue YORKSILIRE IRONSTONE DISTRICT. 

We beg to cali the attention of ironmasters and commercial capitalists 
to the important movement now being made at Helmsley and Kirby 
Moorside to put the southern, and by far larger, division of the great oolitic 
district of the North Riding into communication with the Yorkshire sea- 
ports and the railway system of the North-Eastern. A meeting of the pro- 
visional committee was held at Helmsley, on Nov. 7, which was presided 
over by the Hon. William Duncombe, M.P., eldest son of Lord Feversham. 
We are given to understand that sufficient capital has been subscribed by 
the landowners and inhabitants of the above-named towns to enable them 
to apply for a bill this session of Parliament, so that there is reasonable 
certainty within a years’ time that the projected railway of only ten miles 
will be far on its way towards completion, there being no opposition what- 
ever. The North-Kastern have declared their readiness to work the line 
at cost-price, but declined taking shares, or advancing money. ‘This places 
the new line in an independent position, and will enable it at some future 
time to make the best terms for amalgamation, either with the North-Eastern 
itself or the Great Northern, should this latter company ever be compelled 
to extend their main line to the Durham coal fields and the Tees, through 
Bilsdale, by the necessities of the coal trade to London andthe South. The iron 
and mineral district, which will be opened out by the Helmsley and Kirby 
Moorside Railway is a block of about 24 square miles, intersected by four 
deep narrow valleys, knownas Bilsdale, Bransdale, Farndale, and Rosedale, 
and the ironstone seams crop out on both sides the whole of their length, so 
that they can be worked by levels atsmall expense; andthe country abounds 
throughout in timber, limestones, freestones, and clays. It is remarkable 
that the lower ends of these dales contain commercial iron ores which are 
not found in Cleveland, one of which, the famous seam of Rivaux Abbey, 
was only re-discovered last week, about a mile from Helmsley. It is a 
calcareous oolitic carbonate, very tractable, and containing generally about 
30 per cent. of metallic iron. As the valleys rise towards Cleveland other 
marketable seams of ironstone come into view, one of which contains the 
Rosedale magnetic ironstone, now making the fortunes of the lucky adven- 
turers, and giving a high character to the brands of the North, as men- 
tioned in our Journal a fortnight ago. We, therefore, think we are doing 
good service to the ironmasters of Staffordshire, and of other districts now 
being exhausted, in making them acquainted with the prospect before them, 
and in putting them ona par with local parties, so as to enable them to se- 
cure by timely diligence and enterprise some of the great prizes of the York- 
shire iron fields which this new railway will open out to public competition. 





[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN TRURO.] 


Nov. 13.—The new Joint-Stock Companies Act, which came into ope- 
ration 2t the commencement of the present month, and which is supposed 
to amend some of the recognised imperfections of former Acts, may be ex- 
pected, I suppose, to give a new impetus to limited liability companies. 
Although many of the most important and respectable mining and metallur- 
gical establishments in various parts of the United Kingdom are worked 
most successfully under this system, it is remarkable that hitherto in Corn- 
wall it has never been brought into successful operation, while the Minera 
Mines, the Wicklow Copper Mining Company, Messrs. Taylor’s mines in 
Wales, and hundreds of other enterprises of a like high position and stand- 
ing, are found to work satisfactorily with limited liability. The system is 
still regarded in Cornwall with distrust and dislike; and, judging from the 
experience we have had, this is not very much to be wondered at, for, as 
a rule, the companies of this class which have made their debut in the 
county have either been thé bubble conceptions of penniless adventurers, 
or have been started by men who, although doubtless respectable in their 
own sphere, were utterly ignorant of, and consequently incompetent in, min- 
ing affairs: in the result, the feeble respectability of the latter has gene- 
rally ended quite as disastrously as the knavishness of the former. At the 
same time, it is a notorious fact that there is a large number of substantial 
people who will only enter on joint-stock speculations under the guarantee 
of limited liability, and who will consequently not invest in cost-book 
mines. For my part, I think these persons are wrong, for I prefer holding 
shares in a cost-book mine to a limited liability one—at least, as the latter 
are usually constituted; assuming, of course, that the cost-book mine is 
conducted on the veal Cost-book System, as all respectable Cornish mines 
are. But as we must deal with men as we find them, and as there is a 
wide-spread feeling among substantial people in favour of limited liability, 
it does not seem to me wise or prudent to exclude them and their capital 
entirely from Cornish mining. The new Act allows the widest latitude as 
to detail, and there really seems no reason why a company, with articles 
embodying all the details of the Cost-book System—so admirably suited 
to mining—simply adding the principle of limited liability, should not be 
found to work. In my experience, the great failure of limited liability 
mining companies has arisen from the nature of their articles—too cumber- 
some to work well in carrying out a mine, however suitable they might 
be for an ordinary joint-stock company. Drawn up generally by lawyers, 
they are full of the quips and cranks characteristic of everything emanat- 
ing from the profession, In business matters generally, except in extreme 
cases, lawyers can happily be dispensed with; and the great advantage of 
shares and other money securities, compared with real property, is that in 
touching the latter we must bear with the inevitable lawyer—at least until 
Lord Westbury’s new Registration System gets rid of him. If, throwing 
lawyers overboard, two or three men of business conversant with mining 
would sit down and draw up in plain English a set of rules embodying as 
nearly as possible the true Cornish Cost-book System, I see no possible 
reason why a company adopting such rules could not be successfully worked. 
My own impression is that such companies would work well, and they 
certainly would have the advantage of recruiting shareholders at pre- 
sent excluded by the dread of unlimited liability from the field of Cornish 
mining enterprise. 

Two new companies are either started, or are about to be started, whose 
object, I understand, will be to endeavour, to some extent, to carry out 
these views, It is evidently desirable that they should be successful, for 
if they are, a class of capital hitherto excluded from Cornwall will flow 
into it, to the benefit of both the county and the investors. The com- 
panies I refer to are for working Wurat Prupence, in the St. Agnes 
and Perran districts, and TrecurTHA Downs AND OWEN VEAN MINEs, 
in the Marazion district. 

Wheal Pradence is situated on the north coast, in the parish of St. 
Agnes. The lodes principally worked hitherto are parallel to, but to the 
south and } mile to the west of, the lodes of the Great St. George Mine: 
they have been explored to the depth of 62 fathoms below adit, and have 
made very considerable returns, A 70-inch engine is now nearly erected, 
on a new perpendicular engine-shaft, which is completed to the 62, and 
has to be sunk 12 or 15 fathoms more to intersect the lode. From the 
circumstances under which the mine was last abandoned, and the reports 
of the state of the bottom levels, this engine lode seems an excellent spe- 
culation. The principal feature, however, about this mine will be the 
cutting of the western continuation of the St. George lodes, which lie out 
to sea to the north. As these Jodes made eastward one of the richest run 
of mines in Cornwall, their exploration westward is evidently a matter of 
considerable interest. In the last working of Wheal Prudence the failure 
of the mine was undoubtedly due to an immense expenditure, and loss in- 
curred in a most injadicious attempt to work these seaward lodes, by direct 
workings from a detached and storm-beaten island rock, instead of by 
cross-cuts, which can be driven comparatively economically from the great 
north and south cross-course, which intersects the mine. Considering the 
geological position of this mine, in immediate connection with the granite 
of Cligga Head, with numerous lodes, elvans, and cross-courses, and killas 
of the most congenial character, as far as the mine is concerned there is 
every prospect of success. Mr. Campbell Thomas, of Penzance, whose 
family is well known in connection with Cornish mining, has been the 
pioneer of this concern. The manager is Captain Joseph Vivian, late of 
Condurrow, a son of Capt. Nicholas Vivian, and nephew of Capt. Joseph 
Vivian, of North Roskear. 





Tregurtha Downs and Owen Vean Mines are in the parish of St. Hilary, 
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on a set of lodes running parallel with those of Tolvadden and Wheal 
Jewell, and caunter to the Wheal Prosper ran. Tregurtha Downs is only 
60 fms. deep, and when last worked, about thirty years ago, was drained 
by a 36-in. engine, which shows that the water was not considerable. The

Tolvadden; Capt. John Daw, of Carn Brea; Capt. William Roberts, of 
West Basset; Capt. John Curtis, toller to Mr. J. J. Rogers, M.P.; and | 
Capt. Benjamin Gundry. ‘There are several lodes in the sett, intersected 
by elvans and cross-courses, many of which are still almost wholly un- 
wrought. From the reports of some of the agents mentioned, and many 
other persons, when the mine was last abandoned there was a great deal 
of ore and tin ground left standing; and Captain Gundry mentions that 
shortly before the stoppage of the mine a rich bunch of copper was cut in 
the gossan, from which the men got 70/. a month ; he thinks this is the 
top of a new bunch, which will be easily cut in driving the deeper levels 
under it. But these setts are, after all, evidently as much tin as copper 
mines, and comparatively little attention was paid to the former at the 
last working, in consequence of the low price of black tin, which averaged 
from 40/. to 451. per ton. This is clearly shown by the burrows, which 
are full of tin in some places. As in the last working a 36-in. engine was 
wholly inadequate for the proper exploration of the mine, and as it was 
worked in connection with others in the neighbourhood, and after all, 
when stopped, was never intended to be finally abandoned, it seems clear 
that, with present prices of metal, it ought to afford an ample scope for 
successful mining adventure. 

As this concern will be started under the management of Messrs. Duns- 
ford and Ranken, and will include among the direction gentlemen not 
only of respectability, but of some mining experience, we may hope that 
in this case also the limited liability system in Cornwall will receive a fair, 
indeed a favourable trial. With success in these cases we may expect 
to see its wider adoption in certain mines, without at all interfering with 
the Cost-book System; the county affords sufficient room for both. 


I find that I have been the object of some violent attacks, in consequence 
of my observations in last week’s Journal. I care little for this, for my po- 
sition in the mining world is not dependent on the opinion of any party of 
share-jobbers. I wish now to repeat that what [ wrote was a deliberate 
opinion, which I have entertained and expressed for months; and that it 
is, besides, the opinion of every person I have ever met in this county. I 
wrote it with a full sense of the responsibility I incurred, and by the result 
of it I am willing to stand or fall in the face of the mining world. Imay 
say, however, that my object was not to refer particularly to Kast Caradon; 
I only took that mine as the most noticeable instance of a pernicious system 
—a system which makes one ashamed of the very name of mining, while 
it desolates hundreds of homes, With regard to those who recommended 
East Caradon shares at 562. as one of the best investments of the day, the 
most charitable excuse is utter ignorance of what they talked about—an 
ignorance so dense that it might be felt. 





REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTIL WALES. 


Nov. 13.—The district is gradually fecling the effect of the late improve- 
ment in trade, and commercial matters generally look promising. Much 
has been said and written respecting the increased activity in the Iron 
Trade, and it is satisfactory to announce that there are practical instances 
of improvement within the last few days. A short time since the Llynvi 
Iron Company purchased the Maesteg Works, which had been at a stand- 
still for a long time previous. The works have now commenced operations, and a con- 
siderable number of men are employed. The Ebbw Vale Company have put another 
furnace in blast at their Abersychan Works, which is the second furnace lighted within 
the past four months. Better employment is afforded at the Pontypool Works under the 
new management, and Messrs. Bailey are rebuiiding an old furnace at Beaufort, which 
will be lighted i diately it is pleted. These are unmistakeablesigns of arevival 
in trade, and the prospects of the winter are encouraging. It may be well togive a hint that 
too much haste in lighting additional furnaces may so increase the supply as to seriously 
interfere with the present demand, but no doubt the ironmasters have made their calcu- 
lations as regards the future, before extending their means of supply. The Coal Trade 
has also received a considerable impetus, partly from the activity at the ironworks, and 
partly from a better enquiry, especially as regards house and gas qualities. A large 
quantity of coal and coke is now being sent from this district to Staffordshire, where it 
is used for smelting purposes. Several of the local | have mad tracts with 
Staffordshire firms to supply them with coal and coke, and but little will be shipped by 
these parties henceforth. Asa natural consequence, there is more difficulty in procuring 
coal at the different ports, and vessels have to wait longer than usual before completing 
their cargoes, The output, however, can easily be increased at many of the collieries, 
and the diMoulty experienced in getting coal willonly be temporary. This clearly shows 
that the trade fa gradually reviving, and the general opinion prevatis that the revival 
will be a permanent one. The water has been cleared from the Machen Colliery, and the 
pit is in full work again.

Great efforts are being made throughout the district to assist the distressed cotton 
operatives. Public meetings have been held at Newport, Cardiff, Swansea, Lianel'y, 
and other towns, and the aggregate contributions amount to several thousand pounds. 
Committees have been appointed at each place, with the view of making a personal 
canvas, and the result will, no doubt, prove highly satisfactory. The coliiers, miners, 
puddiers, &c., are contributing their mites, and it must be admitted that the district 
generally has shown a praiseworthy spirit on behalf of the Lancashire people. 

At the Swansea Police Court, on Friday, a young girl named Mary Cochrane, was 
charged with having stolen a quantity of iron plate, the property of Messrs. Bath and 
Son, The offence was clearly proved, and Inspector Dunn remarked that such cases were of 
frequent occurrence. The prisoner was committed for six weeks to the House of Correction.

From the monthly statistics, just published, we 
find that during the past month 360 vessels cleared out from the port, as against 385 the 
previous month, or 25 ships less than in September. The exports last mouth were 
100,923 tons of coal, 9811 tons iron, 1566 tons patent fuel, and 610 tons of coke, being a 
decrease upon every article as compared with the corresponding month of 1861, and a 
decrease of 36,000 tons of coal, and 8000 tons of iron, as compared with the previous 
month of September. The trade of the port, however, has shown such buoyancy dur- 
ing every month of this year, that the aggregate export trade is considerably in advance 
of either 1861 or 1860.

four years ago. The Chairman of the Dock Company (Mr. 8. Lomfray) during the dis- 
cussion said that when the docks were opened, some four years ago, it was naturally 
supposed that trade would increase, but it had fallen off. Wormerly the American trade 
alone was about 70,000 tons a quarter ; that was now nearly all lost, it being now only 
about 25,000 tons. With respect to the exports during the past month, the statistical 
returns have not come to hand, but the general belief is that the exports to foreign coun- 
ties have not been so large as during the previous months, but there has been a good 
stroke of business done in the coasting trade, and, therefore, the returns will probably 
be equal, if not slightly in excess, of the previous months. The port, however, has not 
increased either in its imports or exports to that extent which was fairly anticipated, 
nor proportionately to other ports in the Bristol Channel. 

Swansea.— Lhis port has also suffvred during the past month from the 
heavy gales and the general depression of trade. Tue depression, however, is only tem- 
porary, and the returns of the past month cannot fairly be taken us an index of the usual 
trade of the port. From the statistics just published by the Harbour Trustees we fiad 
that during the past month of October 416 vessels, with an aggregate registered tonnage 
of 48,655 tons, entered the port, and the total amount of shipping rates received was 
11722. 19s, 6d. Of this number 209 vessels were engaged in the coasting trade, 188 vessels 
in the European trade, and 19 in the foreign trade. Compared with the returns of the 
corresponding month of last year there is a considerable decrease. In Oct., 1861, the 
number of vessels entering the port wero 466, with an aggregate registered tonnage of 
53,158 tons, showing a decrease during the past month of 50 vessels, and 4403 tons. The 
whole of this falling off is in the coasting trade, the small vessels which usually make 
three or four voyages to and from the port in the moath having been detained in con- 
sequence of the boisterous weather. The returns of the trade of the past month are the 
lowest since Dec., 1361, but the aggregate returns of the state of trade for the past ten 
months show a large increase over the corresponding period of 1861, or any previous 
year. With regard to the exports, there has been a good stroke of business, the total 
quantity of coal and patent fuel exported being 60,847 tons—42,285 tons foreign and 
18,562 costwise ; 800 tons of iron were also exported, the exports of both articles being 
considerably over those of the corresponding inonth of last year. 

Neartu AND Briton Ferry.—Since the opening of the Briton Ferry Docks 
in connection with the harbour of Neath a large increase of trade has taken place, and 
there is every reason to believe that this increase is stilt prospective. We understand 
that the Vale of Neath Railway Company, valuing the immense facilities which the 
port offers for the export of coals and iron, are about erecting additional coal drops and 
iron ore hoists in the new docks for the quick dispatch of vessels, and which would ma- 
terialiy add to the trade of the port. Froim the statistical returns just published of the 
trade of the port during the past month we find that the total number of vessels enter- 
ing the port was 208, with an aggregate registered tonnage of 15,714, or a burthen ton- 
nage of 24,700. Of this number 18 vessels, with a tonnage of 1379 tons were employed 
in the European trade, and 190 vessels, with a registered tonnage of 14,335 tons, in the 
coasting trade. The imports were 9298 tons, inchuding 2829 tons of copper ore, 741 tons 
pig-iron, 391 tons iron ore, 706 tons timber and pit and cord wood, &c. The exports were 
20,922 tons—19,083 tons coke, coke and culm, 228 tons copper, 1171 wons bar iron, 201 tons 
tin-plates, and 246 tons miscellaneous goods.

{REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


Nov. 13.—The Iron Trade in this county is rather quieter, so far as the 
orders received are an indication, but with few exceptions the works have 
enough to go on with until Christmas, and the prospects of the trade ap- 
pear encouraging. ‘The demand for coal is improving as the winter ad- 
vances, In the district, east of Dudley, some of the men have demanded 
an advance, but it has not been conceded, and the men have not pressed 
for it. An advance of wages strikes one as somewhat anomalous in the 
present state of the labour market of the country. ‘he Hardware Trades 
of South Staffordshire and Birmingham maintain the degree of improve- 
ment previously noticed. The manufacture of small arms has been checked 
by the falling off in the demand for America; and if it be true that Go- 
vernment intends prohibiting exports of war material to the Southern 
States it will exercise a prejudicial effect on this branch of trade, and this 
will be greatly increased if the same principle were applied to the North- 
ern States. ‘The gas-tube makers are busy, and the tin-plate workers and 
japanners are pretty wellemployed. As a whole, the hardware trades are 
quiet, but still moderately active. 

A serious charge against an engine-tenter, named William Horton, em- 
ployed at Messrs. Davies and Bloomer’s works, at Pelsall, near Walsall, 
was heard by the Rushall magistrates on Tuesday. ‘The defendant was 
charged with neglecting to regulate the supply of water to the boiler of the steem-en- 
gine under his care, thereby rendering an explosion probable. The boiler had two floats 
attached to it, which were balanced by weights, so as to show the height of the water 
in the boiler, lIlorton was in charge of the engine and boilers on the night of Oct. 13. 
On the following morning John Whittaker took his place, and on examining the floats 
found that they indicated that the boiler was full of water. After firing for some time, 
however, and finding the engine was not making steam, he made a more carefu! exa- 
mination, and discovered the plates of the boiler were red hot. He immediately sent 
for the manager, and on the boiler being examined, it was found that, instead of having 
10 or 12 feet of water, it had scarcely as many inches in it, and that the floats had been 
entirely burnt away, so that the weights overbalanced them. After hearing the evidence, 
the Bench sentenced the defendant to six weeks’ impri t, and compli i] 
Whittaker for the caution he had displaytd. Had he been less cautious, and leta quan- 
tity of water into the boiler, an explosion would have been the consequence. This case 
shows the importance of frequently trying floats, as well as looking at them, for from 
various causes they will often stick. Agata, it shows that ¢wo dinds of indicators should 
be employed, as the one may correct the other. 

At the Wolverhampton Police Court, on Friday last, twochartermasters—Ralph Small 
and his partner, were summoned under the 8th section of the Mines Inspection Act, for 
having permited a boy under 15 years of age to work a gin which was used to raise and 
lower persons at the Hoomarsh Colliery, near Bilston. The evidence of Abram Roper, 
the doggy, or butty’s foreman, was to the effect that the banksman went away, leaving 
Smail, one of the defendants,jand a boy who drove the horse which worked the gin at the 
top of the shaft, and that Small called out to him down tho shaft that he was going away, 
and that if Roper or the man working with him wished to ascend the shaft the boy would 
raise them. Subsequently Ropercalied to the youth to raise him, got into the skip, and 
said that when he reached the surface the lad had left the horse, and was playing with 
some other children, and as the horse did not stop he was only saved from being drawn 
over the pulley by jumping out. He said no one was there but the lad, who was very 
young. The boy was called as a witness for the defence, and swore that Small! was still 
at the spot when Roper was drawn up. He said at first, in answer to the magistrate, 
who appeared to doubt his competentcy, from extreme youth, to understand the nature 
of an oath, that he “ was come there to tell a lie,” and, though he corrected this, Mr. 
Partridge thought it was a slip, not of the tongue, but of the truth, and inflicted the 
minimum fine of 20/., with 17. 17s. costs, or in default two months’ imprisonment. 
In alluding, in the Mining Journal of Nov. 1, to the breaking of a wire-rope at Cor- 
byn’s Hall, it was stated that the Government Inspector examined the rope before the 
* inquest,” which in type reads before the “ accident.” Wad this been correct, it would 
render him somewhat accountable for the occurrence. 
In @ recent case of death from a fall of coal at the Bell’s Mill Colliery, Hanley, it ap- 
peared that the accident occurred from insafficient timberin,, though the deceased and 
the man working with him had put some timber at the spot, which they thought suffi- 
cient. Mr. Wynne, Government Inspector, who had examined the spot, urged that a 
more general system of timbering was desirable. A verdict of “ Accidental death” was 
returned. 
At the Walsall Quarter Sessions, on Monday,several more cases of alleged violation of 
the Truck Acts were brought before the magistrates, who had previously dismissed si- 
milar cases. Thecomplainant was employed at an ironstone quarrying work to excavate 
clay, and said he had to pick out any pieces of lronstone he found in it, and it was con- 
tended that he was not such an artificer as was contemplated under the Act, and the 
magistrates, again affirming this principle, dismissed the case, granting permission, how- 
ever, for a case on this point to be referred to the Court of Queen’s Bench.—In another 
case a puddler summoned his employer, Mr, John Jones, for paying him 15s. in goods 
instead of coin. The complainant had been summoned for neglect of work, and then 
summoned his employer for 4/. 173., which had been paid to him in goods instead of in 
money, and the magistrates ordered this to be paid. The 15s. in respect of which the 
present charge was brought was part of the 4/.17s. so repaid to him, and the magistrates 
held that, as the money had been repaid by their order, no information in respect to its 
previous improper payment could lie, and dismissed the case.

THE LEAD DEPOSITS OF THE MENDIP HILLS. 


If any proof were wanting of the vast importance to the miner of sound 
scientific knowledge, it could be readily obtained by the study of the vast 
deposit of lead ore and slags which have been left as valueless by the an- 
cient lead miners of the Mendip Hills, although such eminent authorities 
as Prof. Ansted, Mr. Evan i Pg and Mr. Nicholas Ennor declare it to 
contain something like 500,000/. worth of metallic lead. Referring to the 
deposit, Mr. Evan Hopkins remarks that the “ slimes appear to have been 
derived from the washings of the white carbonate of lead, and not from 
the sulphuret. Scarcely any of the blue lead ore can be detected either in 
the deposits or in the mining waste. I conclude from this that the pre- 
dominating class of ore in the Mendip limestone was the white carbonate 
of lead. Indeed, the white carbonate was not recognised as lead ore by 
our modern miners until comparatively a few years ago. Probably the 
ancient miners were equally ignorant of the value of white lead ore slime, 
and have thus left these valuable deposits for the benefit of the present 
generation.” Mr. Nicholas Ennor also regards the lead slimes as carbonate, 
although its existence in that form is attributed to other circumstances than 
those premised by Mr. Hopkins, ‘‘ Thousands of tons of this slime,” says 
Mr. Ennor, “ now lie deposited in the low grounds, worth in the present 
state 74 per cent. for lead, and when passed three times through a round 
buddle are worth 43 per cent.; and what is very singular, that which was 
once sulphuret has, from atmospheric changes, become carbonate of lead, 
and is the colour of slime tin, and this probably caused Dr. Somers to 
treat it as worthless. ‘There are now in work six round buddles, at a cost 
of about 5s. in 1/., and when in full work perform the necessary operation 
of separation at even a less cost; and yet Dr. Somers, by smelting these 
slags in the crude and only method that was then known, realised an im- 
mense fortune: others already demonstrating that by the adoption of the 
modern system of smelting and dressing the most sanguine results must 
follow.”” Which of the two opinions may be the correct one, of course, 
matters little, inasmuch as both agree that there is a good deposit of car- 
bonate of lead, which it will be profitable to work. 

The principal portion of the deposits above alluded to is contained within 
a property known as the Priddy Minery, and a limited liability company— 
the St. Cuthbert Lead Smelting Company—with a capital of 75,000/., in 
shares of 5/. each, is now in course of formation for rendering the lead 
contained, and which is estimated to be worth 900,000/7., marketable. Pro- 
fessor Ansted, who has carefully surveyed the property, explains that the 
deposits left by the old smelters have *‘ undergone a process of filtration, 
going on for centuries, by which the lighter mud has been carried away. 
What remains, having already been partly washed, is far richer in ore than 
is usual in similar cases elsewhere, and is more valuable than it originally 
was, and I believe the estimates that the whole mass will yield on an ave- 
rage upwards of 10 per cent. of lead ore for the furnace (the ore being 
dressed to contain 40 per cent. of metallic lead), is not at all too favourable 
a view of the case. It is, at any rate, certain that a cutting, by which 
about 1000 cubic yards of stuff have been moved, has produced a pile of 
dressed ore, calculated to contain 50 tons of metallic lead, showing a gross 
value of (say) 20s. per cubic yard. ‘This pile of ore (say 120 tons) is quite 
ready for the smelter.” He mentions, moreover, that ‘it should be ob- 
served that operations formerly carried on in this minery with respe@t to 
the old slags and furnace-hearths have been very profitable; but what is 
now proposed is to treat the fine mud itself, which has hitherto been neg- 
lected, although known to contain a sufficient percentage of carbonates 
and sulphuret of lead (chiefly the former), in a state of minute division, to 
secure a large profit.” The property is held on lease for fourteen years, 
renewable forever under the Ecclesiastical Commissioners, at a royalty of 
1-18th; and as the right of water supply has been secured by the successful 
termination of a heavy Chancery suit, the sole impediment in the way of 
developing the property to advantage has been removed. 

The company will secure the transfer of the whole of the machinery and 
the leases for 65,000/., and the remaining 10,000/. will, it is considered, be 
ample for working capital. Even so cautious and reliable an authority as 
Mr. John Arthur Phillips estimates that the mass (which Mr. Evan Hop- 
kins estimates will take 30 years to exhanst) will yield a nett profit of 
350,0002., so that a profit of 15 to 20 per cent. per annum may safely be cal- 
culated upon. Mr. Phillips reports that the whole mass extends over an area 
of about 25 acres, and that he was informed by Mr. Hornblower, the re- 
sident manager, that the whole mass will average 74 per cent. of that metal.
